The biggest sailing ship ‘afloat has 
recently arrived in Surrey Commer- 
cial Dock (London), from New Zea- 
land, It is a steel barque named 
France,, and “the London Evening 
News reports an interesting talk with 
its captain. 

“A day or two.ago I had the pleas- 
uré of meeting Captain Lepart, mas-

French sailor, Breton, of course—all 
the big French sailormen are Bretons

her? Iam her captain, . 1 might as 
well talk about myself. \ You see she 
is 5,633 tops, and she is 418 feet long.

She is very 
handy, and a fine sea boat, 

“This last voyage coming up'from 
the Horn we-struck what I think was 
the worst hurricane I have met, and 
we only had one big wave ‘on. board— 
it is true that that wave smashed up 
some of our ironwork, and [am sorry 
to say carried off two ofthe crew— 
but it was the only wave that reach- 
ed the. deck. Of course, you will 
have noticed that the France has a 
very big sheer; her figurehead just 
under the bowsprit is forty feet above 
the waterline. 

“ ‘Flow does the speed of a big sall- 
ing ship compare with that of the 
average steamer?’ I asked. 

“‘Well,” continuéd Captain Lepart, 
when ‘the breeze is‘favorable, we do 
well. ‘ We had a fine run from Well-

Dockets of the federal courts 
throughout the United States are 
swamped with fake stock swindling 
cases in which more than $140600,000 
has’ been taken froim incautious in- 
vestors, Attorney-General Daugherty 
states. There are, he added, a total 
of 480 of these cases in the federal 
court In. Which 874 persons have been 
arrested or indicted: "It would take 
one judge, working 12 months a-year, 
one million ‘years to clean up the doc- 
ket,” he-said.

Winnipeg on Unemployment 


Speaking in the House of Commons, 
in reply to the Gove nor General’s ad- 


dress, J. 8. Woodsworth, Labor mem- 
ber for Centre Winnipeg, said chat he 
thought the home ma ket was the 
most neglected of all our markets to- 
day. Mr, Woodsworth said that we 
must recognize that the great demand 
is for markets, but we must also re- 
cognize that all oth r countries are 
also secking for markets at this time. 
The home market, he said, was being 
ove looked, 

There are probably a million p ople 
in Canada that are today affected by 
unemployment,.and if, these mi.1on 
people could buy shoes and clothes 
and groceri s and furaitu-e, and other 
things which are ne essary for living, 
we would have, right at home, a large 
market which is being neglected. 

Unde: our pres nt economic system 
‘we cannot start the wheeis of produc- 
tion moving unless there is some buy- 
e~ who stands ready with money _or 
with credit; and today we have 5. 
managed our affairs that there are 
hundreds of thousands of people in 
this country who are not buying sim- 
ply because they have not the mon y 
or the ¢ edit with which to buy. There 
are a large number cf people acres:, 
this count 7 today who, if not actually 
unemploy d and in dire necessity, arc 
passing through a period of very great 
anxie.y. And this, by the way, is no 
confined. merely to those who arc 
commonly called worke s, but to a 
large number of our busin ss men who 
also do not see-their way clearly at 
this time. F 

M.. Woodsworth took some time 
then in giab lig the uneimployme. 
situaticn across ccuntry. Recent 
ly he has visited relief camps in Vah- 
couver, Calgary, Drumhelle and Win- 
nipeg. After visiting the condi'ions in 


’ these places he said he could not und. r- 


stand the callousness of some oi: 
financiers as they olon-over the siti 
ation that prevails, For instance, in 


_ the annual statement of the Bank o. 


Mont: eal, and I believe there are dr. c- 
tors of that institution membe s of ths 
house, the general manag r svates in 
unemployment is a natural corrective. 
I claim that we have come to.a per- 


iod in the history of our country wae.. 


Shall prevail, profits or human we 


fare. I feel confident that the-e is a 
group of men here, new members 
the house if you will, who have clearly 
made up their minds that, in so far es 
they can decide, human welfare is to 
be given the precedence, 

It se ms to me that it should } 
recognized that, under the present sys- 
tem of large-scale indus'ry, unemploy- | 
ment is involuntary, and I am quite 
f ee to admit that thie are among 
the unemployed a certain percentage! 
who are lazy, drunken and inefficient 


—and any one.who has studied 
subject. knows that, to a very large 
extent, their laziness, drunkenness and 
inefficiency are the r sult of our hap- 
hazard system—but at the same ‘ime 
we must further admit that that pe>- 
tentage is a ve y small one ind ed. 
few months ago most of these men 
who are now unemployed were at 
work, and if work offered th y wov 
be at work again. 

The difficulty with a good many « 
us ia this country is that we only re 
cently passed through the pioneer de- 
velopment of our country. We thi 
back to the day when if a man could 
not find wo:k and could not make a 
success it was his own fault, It wes: 
time when every family was largely 
| self-sufficient, and if aman. was a 
hi ed man one year and did not like 
to continue the n xt he could- go — tc 
the back concessions, and make : 
‘home for himself, That time has pass- 
ed. The free accessible lands then 
in Canada have almost gone, If one 
would cday have a freehold hon.esiex 
he must pass almost beyond the rea { 
of the railways. I s&y this, having 
full kgowledge of the fact that across 
our western country th re are almos’ 
30,000,000 ac es of arable ;land held 
out of cultivation. + 

Today the large part of ou’ na‘ural 
resources within easy h have been 
exploited, and the opportuniti s which 
were present in the ea ly days are 
not so numerous. We forget that we 
live in an age of collective produc- 
tion that we live in an age of “large 
scale;” industry; that we live in an age 
of mo e or less monopoly of the ne- 
cessities of life. Although the farmer| 


we must decide once and for all which 
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today is farming his own bit of land,| members who are here from the farm: 


80 soon as he steps off his own quarter 
section he comes into contact ‘with 
and more or less under the dominance 
of the great big world outside, He is 
dependent upon the outside for his ma- 
chinery, for his transportation, fo~ his 
markets. Therefore, it is not easy to- 
day for a man without capital to ob- 
tain a start.. Under. thes: ci:cum- 


| stances, unemployment is involuntary, 


and we ought not to treat the unem- 
ployed man ag if he were more 0 less 
of acriminal, Until we get thet clear- 
ly into our minds, we are nut going .to 
be very much further on in getting this 
mater on to a firm basis. 

Let me state another point that is 
this, that under these conditions the 
state is under obligation to provide 
work. I am not very much concerned 
personally whether by the “state’’ we 
mean the municipality or the province, 
or the dominion. I would say, how- 


th \ev rt, that whilst the speech from the 


‘hrene would seek to evade, on the 
part of the dominion, the responsib | 
ity of this problem of unemployment 
in Wa hg io yng it is impossible to do 
so. Th» body that has to deal with 
great ques ions like immigraticn, 
fiscal policy of this vountry, and our 
inte national relations cannot say tho 
it has no respons bility towards unem 
ployment which is one of the conse- 


quences of, or intimately elated to, 


sur fiscal policy and our relations with b 


other countrics; and this house before 
t rises, must d al with this question of 
unemployment. We should provide 
wo k. Not merely the work test which 
is provided in connection with charit- 
able institutions, but wo k that is pro- 
ductve in charac’ er. 

A third point I wish to make is that 
until suitabl: work is provided there 
ought tc be adequate maintenan e. 
This is the very principle underlying 
all unemployment insurance schemes, 
we ave behind any of the European 


countrics in that we have not so far Of produytion, 


been able to make provision for un- 
employment insurance, price 

The very principle of unemploym-nt 
insurance is not a novel’one. We have 
it in our Workmen’s Compensation 
acts, where today we recogniz> that an 
industry ought to cary its own burd- 
ens, and that if a man is injured while 
pursuing his work, the industry itself 
ought to be charged with at least the 
financial part of his injury. The same 
thing is true with regard to seasonal 
unemployment. If it is necessary to 
have men employed dumng rush sea- 
sons we ought to sce that they are kept 
over during the slack season. 


the; 


ing Me ge! will bear me out when 
I say that they winter over their 
horses in o-der that those horses shall 
be in fit condition to be used in the 
Spring time. Should we treat with 
any less care or less wisdom the human 
machines that are n.cessary to carry 
on the industries of this ap ey In- 
dustry itself should carry the bu den 
fo unemployment, 


You may ask, how shall unemptoy- 
ment schemes be financéd ? How shall 
we make provision for unemployment 
on a large scale? 1 wold say tu 
the financing of any such scheme ir 
a first charge on the natural resou ces 
and credit of the country. Surely 
thee ig no reason why w~ should in 
sist that railway dividends should come; 
up toa certain mark in order. that 
railway investors should be able to go 
forward with their work, or why banks 
should be permitied to retain th i in- 
terest and dividends, and yet that we 
should -refuse to labor even the mini- 
mum, a dec nt living. 

There are three factors, and threé 
only, necessary to produxtion. We 
need, first of all, natural + esources; 
8s condly, the equipment necessary to 
work those natural resources, and, 
thi.d, human labor. We need these 
three factors, and we have in Canada 
at the*present tim? all those fac'ors 
necessary to p oduction, We have ali 
of these things, but what is the trou- 
le? The trouble is essen:ially that 


|w. have allowed natural resources te 


be monopolized by private individuals 
or corpo. ations, and have allowed tic 
equipment to be haniilled very largely 
by these persons and corporations who 
are looking to thei own profits rather 
than to the welfare of th people. 


It ig as though we had fenced of 
these natural resourc s and all this 
equipment and labor stood outside the 
fence unable to ge! at these things in 
order to carry forward the p oc sscs 
At the gateway is the 
privately controlled credit system of 
our banks and financial institu‘ions 
that dete-mines on what terms we may 
go in or out; it determines on what 
conditions the business of the country 
shall be carried on. It seems to. me 
that the great task of statesmanship 
in this country in the comirig year: 
will be to br ak down that fence and 
to bring together these great factors, 
labor, natural. resources, and the

The Seed Bed: 


the disintegrated surface soil 


(Exp rimen al Farms Note). 

The question of the preparation 0¢ 
the seed bed before the grain is sown 
particularly the’ treatment to be giv n 
summerfallowed ground befo-e seeding 
is one which is of g eat importance | 
to the farmers of W stern Canada at 
the present time, 

The experienye of the past four 
years with the high winds in May and 
June and r sultant damage from soil 
drifting has vesulted in discrediting, | 
to a large ex!ent, methods which had’ 
previously been ised extensively, 

Th action of the f est and etaeee! 
winds on the curface of thé summerfal- ' 
lows, results in a breaking up of the 
surface of the ground into very fine 
soil parjicles and leaves it in ideal con-, 
di ion for wind damag> which is evine- 
ed in the amotint of soil. which has 
d ifted from the surface of the sum- 
merfallows this past winter in dist icts 
where the snowfall has been light. { 

The 2 aay Band the dise harrow and 
smoothing harrow on such land b fore 
séeding tends to accentuate — rather 
than . remedy this condition. - Both 
these implements. tend to make the 
soil fin> and, for this reason, thei nse 
should be largely avoided in the prep 
aration of the seed bed in the case o 
summerfallowed ground, 

The use of th duckfoot cul ivator 
with the narrowest teeth, ahead of 
the drill, hes in the past: tour «year 
given the best results in p eparing © 
good s ed bed and yet leaving the 
ground in such condition that it wil! 
withstand the action of the spring 
winds. By setting the cultivato: wel! 
into the soil the teeth bring to the 
surface the moist soil ‘trom b low the 
surface. This soil is in a mor gran- 
ular condition and is be'ter suited t« 
withstand the action of the wind thar 
whicl 
has passed though the winter.: Thi: 
disintegra'ed soil is larg ly 1emovée 
from the surface by the action of the 
cultivator, which allows it to sift down 
to replace the moist soil brought wy 
by the cultivator teeth, 

The drill should follow the cultivator 
fairly closely in ard r that as little 
ying out as.possible may take place. 
The hoe drill has been used with sat 
isfaction in seeding summerfallowe: 
ground by farmers in this district wh« 
state that the damage from drifting 
Was much lessened when it was used. 

The preparation of stubble ground

for crop is an entirely different mat- 
ter, and as there is almost invariably 
sufficient roots and stubble present in 
the soil to prevent drifting it may be 
treated much differently from the fal-

The main consideration is to secure

recommended where oats.or bail: y are 
to be sebded is to plough the stubble 
as early as possible in spring.

Legislature Puts Thru > 
Railway Programme 


Without the loss of much time in the 
threshing of old straw, the legislature 
Fiiday morning approved in committee 
of the house four bills providing for 
the construction of almost 40 miles of 
new extensions to the gdvernment rail- 
ways of the nor.h, Fifteen miles will 
ve added to the Canada Central, ex- 
tending westwa d irom Grande Prairie 
13 miles will be built westward on the 
Canada Central fiom tie pres:nt new 
terminal at Berwyn, wesi of Peace 
suver, and 11 miies will be constructed 
at the northerly end of the Lacombe 
and Northwestern, 

In addition, the house, through the 
medium of these bills, provided for 
the expendituie of $514,456 for recon- 
ditioning work on the A. and G. W.

Sir Augustus M. Nanton, of Winnl- 
peg, speaking at a Canadian gather 
ing in London, said that one of Can- 
ada’s greatest needs was an increasé 
of population He regretted there 
was so little mutual trading between 
Canada and the United Kingdom, 
Canadian products, he’ said, came to 
the British Isles in very meagre quan- 
titiés 

The action of the United States in 
increasing her tariff against Canada, 
said Sir Augustus, rendered the time 
more opportune for Great Bri- 
tain to capture Canadian trade, 

A suggestion that British. manu- 
facturers Should éstablish themselves 
in Canada with branch plants from 
which ‘to handle world trade was 
made by Sir Augustus. These plants 
would give some of Britain’s unem- 
ployed population work in the 
healthiest climate, and this arrange- 
ment would to some extent lighten

The Legislatures’ of the three “Prair airie Provinces meet in session, as a 
rule, about the same time each year, but while those of Alberta and Manitoba 
are still in session at the time of writing, Saskatchewan's law makers have 
completed their labors. At this time, to an even greater extent than is 


usually the casg, members of the Legislative Assembly in all three Provinces | 


are confronted with,;many of the same, problems, and it will be a matter of 
some interest, therefore, te follow: the course purstied by the several bodies 
in grappling with the difficulties which confront them in common. 

Foremost among tie problems which demanded attention at Regina, 
and which likewise call for consideration at Winnipeg and Edmonton, is that 
of finance. In other words, devising ways ahd means. whereby a sufficient 
revenue can be raised to meet necessary expenditures, or, on. the contrary, 
go reducing expenditures without seriously interfering with efficiency in 
administration and without neglecting the needs of the country, as, to bring 
the Provincial budget within the total of revenue obtainable. 

In the Prairie Provinces, Provincial Treasurers are badly handicapped 
when it comes to increasing revenues as the instruments for so-doing that 
are available to them are few M number and limited in their operations. Un- 
like the older Provinces, the Prairie Provinces do not enjoy ownership and 


control of their natural resources, nor is there that accumulated. wealth in}. 


this new country which is: to be found in the older settled parts of Canada 
and whith through succession duties and corporation taxes is made to yield a 
substantial Provincial revenue. Ontario, for example, is reported’ to have 
profited to the extent of $4,500,000 from sucéessian duties alone this year, 
where as the amount so obtainable in Saskatchewan is a mere bagatelle. 

It.was natural, therefore, that thé Saskatchewan Legislature should again 
and most vigorously vbice a demand for the transfer cl the natural resources 

‘pt the Prévinces to the ‘local Goyernnient, and the sister Prairie Provinces 
can be depended upon to join in the demand., Such a transfer must soon be 
effected if a serious financial situation is not to become acute, and a still 
‘stronger feeling of irritation against the older Provinces develop.because of 
a@ sense of the injustice now suffered by the West. 

Nothing startling in the way of augmenting the revenue. was cconsidared 
im Saskatchewan; rather an attempt was forecasted of endeavoring to reduce 
expenditures to the lowest possible pgint consistent with efficiency and 
proper acministration., The idea of imposing a Provincig! income tax has 
not met with favor in Saskatchew an in view of the fact that it would mean a 
triple income tax, such taxes being already levied By the Dominion and city 
gad town municipalities, 

A second outstanding problem which demanded -attention at Regina, thd 
is also to the fore in’ the Provinces to the east and west, was the proper en- 
forcement of the prohibitory liquor laws. Demands were made on the Gov- 
ernment to abandon the present Saskatchewan Temperance Act and to revert 
to the policy of restricted sale of liquor by the Government itself. To all 
such demands the Government and Legislature turned a deaf ear, and the 
view prevailed and was overwhelmingly sustained that every effort should be 

' put forthi to give the Act a fair trial. -The result was the passage of numer- 
ous amendments all designed to further strefigthen the Act and close the 
Isopholes through. which the lawbreaker could escape and the bootlegger 
practice Lis many and devious devices. . 

By. resolution the Legislature reaffirmed its position on the Cu ustoms 
tariff by demanding a general lowering of duties on article of prime necessity 
to the agricultural producer, Unquestionably there was much force in the 
contention of D. H. McDonald, of North Qu’Appelle, that, inasmuch as the 
tariff is subjeet to Federal jurisdiction and control exclusively, the Legisia- 
ture was going outside iis domain in passing upon it, and 4n taking such a 
stand he occupied“found constitutional ground. However, the tariff is no 
longer a pariizan question in Saskatehewan, but is now regarded purely as an 
economic issue. _As such the present Saskatchewan Legislature, like iis 

_— predecessors, felt that it should, as the only body entitled to speak for the 
whole Province, officially declare ifs views inasmuch as the tariff undoubted- 
ly has a direct. and profound effect on the agricujtural prosperity of the 
Province. The declaration for tariff reduction was, therefore, dealt with in 
the same spirit and from. the same economic point of view as the démand for 
lower‘ freight rates. Erftrusted with promoting the welfare of the Province, 
the Legisiature spoke the mind of the people on these questions. 

Taken as a whole, the session was uneventful. An unusually large 
number of Bills were considered, but these, for the most part, were for’ the 
purpose of ameiiding existing statutes as experience in their administration 
had demonstrated to be ‘necessary. Unlike preceding sessions, there was 
no officially organized and recognized Opposition party. Nevertheless, there 
was close watch maintained upon all Government legislation, constructive 
criticism offered, and the nepessary and effective spur provided to keep the 
Government careful in its handling.of public business,

The sys 
tem, which had its beginning some 38 
yoars ago, now comprises thirty-two 
farms, stations and gsub-statlons dis 
tributed throughout this country 
in active operation. Bach of the 
leading farms may be said to repre 
sent a section of the Dominion differ- 
ing physically and cllmaticallysfrom 
other sections, and presenting prob- 
lems on the solution of which suecess- 
ful farming in the region seryed*harge- 
ly depends. ; 

Betides serving the older provinces, 
the extension of the system has kept 
pace,.so far as available funds would 
permit, with the opening up of the 
newer districts for settlement, and 
with the evolution which is continu- 
ally taxing pldce in’ farming general- 
ly. The settlement of all untried 
territory brings with it new conditions 

’ and new problems which must be met 
and soived if farming is té be suctess- 
ful.
